PARIS. Dec. 14.— (By 
Government 
Wireless)—President Wilson, in the 
first address ever made by an Ameri­ 
can executive on foreign 
soil, 
de­ 
clared today that the peace confer­ 
ence must take such action as to "re­ 
buke Germany’s acts of terror and 
spoliation. 
The President further stated that 
the world must be made aware that 
such acts “cannot be ventured upon 
without the certainty of just punish­ 
ment." 
Replying to the address of welcome 
by President Poincare at the official 
luncheon at the Palais de Elysse to­ 
day. President Wilson said: 
"Mr. President: 
I am deeply in­

Mexican-American 
Organization Lauded By 
Prominent Mining Man 


The Santa 
Ana 
Pro-Fatria 
viub, 
designed to bring Americans and Mex­ 
icans closer together for their m utual 
benefit, will be formed next Monday 
evening, December 16, with a m eeting 
at 204% East Fourth street, it was an ­ 
nounced today. 
The work of this organization, which 
already has several clubs in Mexico I 
and Southern California, is lauded in a 
letter to J. C. Nava of S anta Ana nd 
one of the backers of the new’ club 
from E. H. Douglass, president of the 
Los Careamos Mining Company, w ith 
headquarters 
in 
Tucson, 
Arizona. 
Douglass writes: 
“ For tile past fourteen 
years 
my 
mining interests have taken me to 
Mexico a great many times, and during 
this period I have almost constantly 
been in contact with Mexicans of all 
classes. 
After studying the aim s of 
your Pro-Fatria Clubs, I have reached 
the conclusion that these will be of 
immense benefit to both nations. Each 
can learn much from the other, and 
ihese clubs will aid in dissem inating 
tiiis knowledge. 
“ Many Mexicans are coming to the 
United States. A larger proportion of 
these w’ill rem ain here perm anently; 
others will go back to Mexico. Those 
that return to Mexico will not fail to 
tell of the treatm en t they have re ­ 
ceived in tile United States, and speak 
for or against this country, according 
to the treatm ent they have received. 
Mexican labor, especially unskilled, is 
quite necessary in the United S tates 
Hie great nu m ber of Mexicans per­ 
form labor which the average A m eri­ 
can w ill not perform, such as construc­ 
tion work and as section hands oil th e , 
railroads, mucking in mines, the heav-j 
ter and less attractive farm and ranch 
work, and helpers in the skilled tr a d e s .: 
They seldom compete with the skilled 
American workmen. The younger gen-* 
eratlon educated in our public schools 
and learning trades compare favorably 
with the Americans of the same class. ; 
"Whether they are to remain in this 
country perm anently or are to return 
to Mexico, everything should be done, 
to educate them along the lines fol­ 
lowe d in this country. They are qui* k 
to respond to kind treatm ent and fait 
play. 
Many have spoken to me about 
their lack of education and expressed 
ihe wish that their children might re- 
! ceive the education which has been 


I denied them. 
lr. certain districts in 
- h e state of New Mexico I have known 
! many cases w here Mexicans of moder 
: ate means would make all possible sac 
ritices to send their children to school 
or college. 
“T here are m any Americans in Mex 
leo. and when world 
conditions 
arc 
more favorable, there will be thous­ 
ands mort* Americans going there to 
permanently reside. 
A better under­ 
standing between the two nations will 
ho of great benefit to these Americans, 
Such treatm ent as they give the M exi­ 
cans in this country they will prob­ 
ably receive in Mexico. 
“ Many Mexicans have left Mexico 
during the past seven years of strife; 
this because they preferred peace to j 
war. and if tile truth could be known. 
it would be found that the percentage 
ct' those w ishing strife and bloodshed ' 
is very small. 
Many were forced to 
tight against their wish, through fear 
or hunger. 
“There are vicious elements in every 
country which m ust constantly be kept 
in control.

have never experienced. 
In 1913 I 
rode about 400 miles in the m ountain 
districts of th e state of Ainaloa. 
At 
that time there was no law outside of 
larger towns, yet two of us made this j 
ride and w ere treated with courtesy 
aud respect by all Mexicans we cam e 
in contact with. 
This included “Revoi- 
tosos” a f d federal soldiers. VVI* were 
not recipients of a hostile look or act, 
and moved about as freely as we de 
sired.

This will be followed by an in 
terview that Mr. Fosdick gave out on 
the eve of his departure for France to 
superintend the demobilization activ­ 
ities of those organizations which took 
part in the recent great United War 
Work compaign.

“Suggestions for Mother’s Letter,” fol 
lowed by “Suggestions for Dad’s Let­ 
ter.” 
Of 
course it is not intended 
that these letters 
should be 
copied 
word for word or at all, but they will 
serve to indicate the spirit and pur­ 
pose of the letters that should be writ­ 
ten and which are urgently requested 
and confidently expected by Secretary 
Baker and Mr. Fosdick and which will 
be so gladly received and so sweetly 
pondered in their hearts by our boys 
over there. 
“These boys,’ says Secretary Baker, 
“need our help and encouragement now 
perhaps more than at any other time 
since they left home in order that they 
may be inspired and strengthened to 
maintain that fineness of character 
manner and conduct which has earned 
for them such universal respect.” 
This is a statement which we shall 
Ell do well to consider very carefully. 
It is not that we think there is any 
grave danger of our boys, who stood 
up so well under a prolonged strain of 
one sort, now going to pieces under 
what may be an equally prolonged one 
of another sort. 
But there is no tis* 
denying that the situation in which 
they find themselves is exacting in th- 
extreme and one which will requir* 
the maximum of self-control and self­ 
discipline to surmount. In fact, many 
if not. all, of these boys would far 
rather take a chance at going “over 
the top” than to enjoy security under 
conditions as dull and monotonous as 
those 
of the trenches 
without th* 
thought of the zero hour to stead' 
them. 
From now on the tasks of these boys 
will be far less interesting and exei? 
ing than before. They will have uior* 
leisure in which to be home-sick an 
bored. Above all, they wilt not be a' 
to se. 
t* clearly th 
•;

canoe 
>f the serv ce they are m 
called 
on to perform. 
Furthermore, let tis not forget thn 
these are not altogether the same boys 
wjio sailed from Newport News or He 
boken. 
They have had a thousan 
new experiences which have change- 
them. They are not boys at all now ;r 
most instances. They are men, wi*b*et 
new-, more intense restlessness, ere* 
ed in them by the Great Adventur 
and they will expect to be treated lik 
men. 
All this, of course, is as we woub 
have it; but, none the less, it place 
upon us a new obligation and respon 
sibility. Since our soldier cannot comr 
home at once it is for us more than 
ever to carry the thought of home to 
our soldier. 
Even though he is threr 
or four thousand miles away from us 
we must by our letters, carrying mes 
sages of interest and sympathy, bring 
him back into the family circle and 
hold him there unwaveringly. 
If such letters were important while 
he was on the firing line they are a 
hundred times more important to him 
now. 
Then it was only at intervals 
that the thought of home occupied 
him. Now it is likely to be constant, 
and it is this very hunger for the 
things which home alone can hold— 
hunger coupled with a new sense of 
freedom and a very human longing for 
adventure— which 
may

dangerous. 
Secretary of War Baker and Mr.

My Dear M r. Fosdick: 
The eyes of the world are upon our soldiers overseas today not 
more for what they have done than for what they are now called upon 
to do. 
Before them lie the tasks of helping to rehabilitate the devastat­ 
ed lands of France and Belgium and of making sure that the victory in 
which they have so gloriously shared shall be a permanent one. 
This means that we may not expect soon to have them all with us 
here and to greet them fa c # to face. 
The postponement of their home­ 
co m in g w ill be often uppermost as well in their m in d s as in ours. They 
will yet meet and must overcome many difficulties w ithout either the 
incentive or the excitement lent in the past by the activities of w a r. 
They need our help and encouragement now perhaps more than at any 
other tim e since they left home in order that they may be inspired and 
strengthened to m aintainethat fineness of character, manner and con­ 
duct which has earned for them such universal respect. 
I believe that among all the influences which may be focused upon 
this object, the strongest and most far-reaching is that which emanates

NAVAL SUPREMACY 


Great Britain, according to all au­ 
thoritative reports from London, is de- 
ermined to maintain her naval su­ 
premacy. 
With Germany reduced to naval im- 
p'ence, and Japan and France left far 
ehind by the growth o o; r ov n navy. 
he United States is the only power 
'orthy of being regarded as a naval 
ompetitor of Great Britain. 
Thus there are at the close of the 
world war only two great naval pow- 
r«, Britain and America. 
We have long been friends. 
The 
••Pish navy has done us many a good 
. rn, particularly during the present 
■ar, when she stood so long between 
Germany and the western hemisphere. 
Vc are better friends today than ever 
before. 
On both sides we hope to re­ 
liant friends. 
But as long as the British navy is 
!arger than ours, the United States 
will never feel 
perfectly 
at ease. 
Likewise as long as we keep adding to 
our fleet. Great Britain will never feel 
perfectly a t ease. 
Unless the system] 
is radically changed, there is in sight 
a period of rivalry between these two 
friendly powers, piling armament on 
armament after the old method, and 
possibly with accelerated speed. 
Such a course is almost sure to lead 
to disaster sooner or later. 
At best, it 
will be a vast and needless drain on 
the resources of the two powers. But 
is there any other way—unless both 
powers will agree to a severe limita­ 
tion of their own armament and the 
establishment of a supreme naval po- j 
lice fleet under the authority of a 
League of Nations? 
Many people call this solution vis­ 
ionary. 
But isn’t it one of the things 1 
for which we fought this war?

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'JITS TO TIKE 


Food Administration Is Al­ 
lowing Annihilation of 
Fine Shellfish 


(BY V IC T O R W A L K E R ) 
There ie a party 
of 
Japaneee 
fishermen working off the Orange 
county coast gathering abalones. 
They are using diving suits and 
long handled spea-s, and each day 
sees tons of these shell fish gath­ 
ered into the greedy boats of these 
foreign m arket fishermen. 
The state laws prohibit the use 
of diving suits or spears and limit 
each day’s catch to ten abalones and 
also forbids the sale of the shellfish. 
It took months 
of 
campaigning and 
education to get protection for the 
abalone and the whole south coast was 
united in the fight which put these 
Jap divers out of commission before 
they had completely stripped the coast 
of them. 
But they are back again and using 
the same vicious methods of extermi­ 
nation and this time under the guise 
of a war-time necessity. 
Do you get that? 
Protected by a 
permit 
from 
the 
Food Commission! 
They are taking what 
every 
law­ 
abiding citizen of Orange county has 
been protecting for five years—pro­ 
tecting so these greedy market men 
could have easier pickings. 
Deputy Fish and Game Commission­ 
er Atkinson rounded them up off La­ 
guna Beach Wednesday with the in­ 
tention of arresting the whole outfit, 
only to run into this permit from the 
Food Commission. 
He returned to counsel with District 
Attorney West as this was a newf ex­ 
cuse for grabbing off abalones and al­ 
so considerable wealth, for these Japs 
are carrying a small fortune out of the 
county each day in shells and meat. 
Mr. West got into commwilcation with 
the Los Angeles office of the Fish and 
Game Commission and Mr. Hedderly 
(the same who writes about the won­ 
derful hunting on Newport B a y ) in­ 
formed him that these Jnps were tak­ 
ing these abalones for food for the 
army and that in his opinion nothing 
could be done although the Los An­ 
geles office was very desirous of put­ 
ting a stop to the Japs’ activities. He 
also stated that the Fish & Dame 
Commission was going to request the 
Food Commission to revoke this per­ 
mit. 
It is needless to say that there is an 
angry crowd In this vicinity. 
Mad. 
fighting mad. citizens have been call­ 
ing me on the telephone and coming 
to sec me to report what is happening 
off our coast, and regardless of what 
they may bo told as to the rights of 
the Food Commission they can see but 
one thing and that is that these .Taps 
are stealing what belongs to every law­ 
abiding citizen. 
Three well known 
attorneys 
have 
given it as their opinions that these 
raiders can be stopped by the law. 
Quite a few indignant citizens have 
hinted that they could he ‘stopped in 
another way a little more damaging. 
Personally, I am of the opinion their 
permit is not worth the paper it is 
written on. because it grants the priv­ 
ilege of taking abalones in District No. 
19 and having them In their possession 
in District No. 4. 
Ask any attorney to 
look this up and he will tell you there 
it not District No. 19 off the Orange 
county coast. 
Now lf the 
legislators 
have pulled a “boner” in regard to the 
districting of the coast waters, this 
same "boner” can be turned to advan­ 
tage now and these Japs with their 
permit arrested and punished. 
There is one thing certain, and 
that is that if these fishermen are 
allowed to operate off our coast 
unmolested for a few weeks we 
can say farewell to the 
abalone. 
Th eir methods are thorough and 
they clean them up as they go. 
This county 
should 
bring 
the 
strongest pressure to bear that is pos­ 
sible upon the Food Commission AT 
ONCE and if these men are shown 
what is taking place there is little 
doubt that their permit could he re­ 
voked. 
It is Inconceivable to believe 
the Food Commission would sanction 
this kind of business if they were cor­ 
rectly Informed. 
It is just as logical 
to take off all protection on game as 
it is on abalones and far more people 
could be fed from such a procedure, 
but the result of such an action is too 
apparent to be thought of. 
What in­ 
ducement is there to protect fish and 
game if the very fundamental prin­ 
ciples of protection can b* destroyed 
by a scratch of the pen?

Trucks and Freight Cars 


A transportation expert makes the surprising state­ 
ment that a big motor truck will haul as much merchan­ 
dise as a freight car— that “a railroad train of 40 cars 
will haul no more goods than a caravan of 40 motor 
trucks.” 
» 
He explains that an average freight car travels but 
20 miles a day, and a motor truck will travel I OO miles in 
that time. 
The average capacity of a freight car is 25 
tons. 
Thus a five-ton truck, though carrying only one- 
fifth of the car’s load, travels five times as fast, or makes 
five 20-mile trips in the same length of time, and so per­ 
forms the same service. 
There is no question that, given big, strong trucks 
and good roads, the work of the railroads can be dupli­ 
cated by these wonderful new competitors. We need not 
expect that gasoline will render steam obsolete, or that 
rural highways will eliminate railroad lines; but the gas 
engine will hereafter perform an ever-growing share of the 
World’s heavy work, and we shall not again be left help- 
less by the break-down of a railroad system. 


Weather Bureau Offers Re­ 
ports on Weather Conditions 
As Transportation Aid 


“A new Government recognition of 
the value of motor truces as freight 
carriers is indicated by the new rul­ 
ing on the part of the weather bureau. 
“Daily information of weather con- 
tlitions prevailing over the routes in 
any section will be furnished the au­ 
tomobile clubs upon request alp] will 
be published in 
the 
daily 
papers. 
Weather forecasts and warnings of 
heavy snows and cold waves in the 
various regions will also be issued by 
the weather bureau. 
“This is indeed a strong recogni­ 
tion of the«eommcrcial freight carrier 
over tho highway and as this service 
is to be a specially daily service 
to 
all localities that apply 
for 
it, 
it 
should Indicate - lo 
public 
officials 
particularly the feeling the National 
Govenrinent has toward this third arm 
of our transportation system.” 
Watt L. Moreland, general manager 
of the Moreland Motor 
Truck 
Com­ 
pany, in making the above statement, 
feels that still 
further 
recognition 
will be given by the Government 
to 
highway transportation in the 
very 
near future, on account of the abso­ 
lute need there is for some definite 
policy of control and licensing of ve­ 
hicles engaged 
in 
such 
important 
woftc as motor trucks are called upon 
to do. 
Moreland further stated that It is 
the business of the United States to 
feed from now on a total of 375,000,- 
000 people. 
Prior to the war it was 
our duty to supply foodstuff to IOO,- 
000,000 people; during the war 
we 
had under our care a total of 200,000,- 
000, and now. as stated 
before, 
we 
are called upon to feed 
a 
total 
of 
375.000,000, all of whom are Allies. 
This calls for enormous tonnages of 
food products and the only way in 
which 
they 
can 
be 
produced 
is 
through the development of highway 
transjwrtation so that back 
country 
can be placed in close 
touch 
with 
ready markets. 
It does no good to the rancher five 
miles from Santa Ana to tell him that 
Santa Ana is a railroad point; 
his 
product is just as far away from the 
market as though there were no rail­ 
road connections to 
a 
point 
live 
miles from 
there. 
What 
he 
must 
have and what he will get is rural 
motor express past his door to pick 
up the farm produce that he produces 
and place it in the hands of a selling 
agent or the ultimate consumer. 
For a good number of years 
this 
country has had an imperfect trans­ 
portation system. 
The railways and 
waterways have done wonders in fur­ 
thering development but once the de­ 
velopment is accomplished 
on 
both 
sides of a right-of-way it takes some­ 
thing of a still more flexible nature 
than railways to spread that devel­ 
opment. far enough into 
tho 
back 
country to form 
really 
prosperous 
communities. 
This further development 
of 
any 
community through highway transpor­ 
tation will in turn 
prove 
of 
great 
value to tho now established railways 
in that it will increase their tonnage 
on the part of their work that really 
shows a profit, and that is the long 
haul of heavy tonnages. 
The day of the short-line railroad 
is gradually closing; it is too expen­ 
sive and too slow a medium of trans­ 
portation to withstand the demands 
of a m w agent in moving goods from 
one point to ^motlier. 
There are several great stumbling 
blocks at the present time to an ade­ 
quate development of highway trans­ 
portation. 
The good roads movement 
is gradually eliminating one of them 
and the present restrictive legislation 
in force in some states and in a good 
many counties of California will have 
to give way to laws 
based 
upon 
a 
more enlightened 
understanding 
of 
what this country needs.

NEW YORK, Dec. I —Highway im­ 
provement in the United States such 
as favored 
by 
President 
Wilson's 
policy for reconstruction, alone would 
furnish employment for every man of 
the demobilized American 
army, 
if 
even a fair proportion of the needed 
highway work were to be undertaken, 
This is the opinion of E. S. Cornell, 
secretary, National Highways Protec­ 
tive society. 
This society 
promotes 
the 
building 
of 
better 
highways 
throughout the country, without ad­ 
vocating use of any patented paving 
materials. 
During the war highway 
building 
practically 
came 
to 
a 
standstill 
throughout the couitry. 
Even if the 
government had not placed a ban on 
the use of labor and 
materials 
for 
highway work, except 
upon 
roads 
used in war work, the rising cost of 
labor 
and 
materials 
would 
have' 
stopped the work. 
A good, 16-foot, concrete highway 
before the war cost from $13,000 to 
$15,000 to build. By the time the war 
industries board was ready to stop 
most highway work the cost had risen 
to nearly or quite double these sums. 
The extent to which needed high­ 
way improvements will be carried out 
during the two years following be­ 
ginning of demobilization will depend 
largely upon what the state legisla­ 
tures do this winter. 
If the legisla­ 
tures are generous with highway ap­ 
propriations, many thousands of men 
will be employed in 
improving 
the 
nation's roads. 
Federal aid will sup­ 
plement state appropriations. 
The days of the overland freighter 
are returning. 
It was shortly after 
the civil war that this overland wa­ 
gon freighting became a great indus­ 
try. 
There were practically no good 
artificial roads. 
But 
most 
of 
the 
freighting was done in the boundless 
West, where there were no fences to 
keep traffic with a narrow road. 
The 
whole valley was a road. 
Railroads were scarce or entirely 
lacking in the 
West. 
Demobilized 
soldiers, lured by the government’s 
liberality in giving away farms, start­ 
ed for the great plains 
country 
in 
“covered wagons,” often taking along 
in one or more wagons the bride, the 
dog. and all the 
household 
posses­ 
sions. 
The prairie was hard and unbroken 
in the land where the soldier sought 
his new home. 
There was little dan­ 
ger of even the narrow-tired wagons.' 
heavily laden as they 
w ere, 
being j 
mired or blocked in the road. 
When! 
one wagon track became too deeply 
rutted the traffic simply moved over a 
few yards and followed the same di­ 
rection. 
Thus the old Santa Fe trail 
and other highways 
of 
tile 
prairie' 
pioneers became wide strips of deep­ 
ly rutted tracks, 
often 
covering 
a 
quarter of a mile in width. 
Through 
Kansas and the Southwest sunflowers 
grew in the abandoned ruts and nod­ 
ded the way to the long, weary trains 
of “movers” that “followed the course 
of the day.” 
Wagon freighting from 
town 
to 
town in the newly settled plains be­ 
came a great and 
picturesque 
busi­ 
ness. 
Always the trains of “covered 
wagons’’ crawled across the prairies, 
loaded down with buffalo meat, hides, 
and supplies. 
The new “covered wagons” of the 
new reconstruction period 
also 
will 
travel in trains, and will carry loads 
many times heavier than the loads 
the horses and mules of the western 
wagoner used to 
haul. 
The 
motor 
trucks that are to do so much of the 
freighting of this period are going to 
be a severe test of road building. Only 
roads that can vie with the Appian 
Way of ancient Rome can stand up 
under the wear and tear of the big 
trucks, carrying five or more tons, 
and traveling at a «peed that would 
have made the freighter of the ’70’s 
gasp with wonder. 
Early day wagon 
freighting 
was 
necessary because of absence of rail - 
roads, and it disappeared as an indus­ 
try when the railroads were extended. 
The revival of wagon 
freighting 
is 
due to inability of the 
railroads 
to 
keep up with expansion of industry. 


ppd Hie rapid ImgroTlihent of gaso­ 
line-propelled 
vehicles. 
The motor­ 
ised wagon has developed such speed 
and carrying capacity that it Is over­ 
hauling the steam train to a consider­ 
able extent. 
The community that does not 
im­ 
prove its highways to meet the 
de­ 
mands of the 
revival 
of 
overland 
freighting will find itself out of the 
way of traffic, even ae did the towns 
and villages that failed to get railroad 
connections in the days of 
railroad 
building after the civil war. 
Good Ronde Converts 
Mr. Cornell points out 
that 
the 
American boys in France and 
Bel­ 
gium and Germany are writing back 
home continually about the excellent 
highways encountered by the moving 
armies over there. Such a large num­ 
ber of Americans traveling through a 
land that long has 
depended 
upon 
good highways for much of its inter­ 
urban business and pleasure travel­ 
ing, constitutes an 
American 
good 
roads mission, Mr. Cornell believes. 
“When the boys come home 
they’ll 
start the ball rolling for American 
highways as good as European high­ 
ways," says the highways secretary. 
/High cost of labor and 
materials 
may cause many communities to de­ 
lay their road 
work, 
Mr. 
Cornell 
thinks. 
He believes few' of the re­ 
turning soldiers will be willing to go 
to work on the roads for wages sim­ 
ilar to those paid for such work be­ 
fore the war, and many legislatures or 
highway commissioners will hesitate 
to start road construction at prices 
nearly twice as great as those paid 
for the work before it was stopped by 
war. 
The secretary of the highway im­ 
provement society Is sure, however, 
that any possible surplusage of man­ 
power in the United States could be 
used in road building and 
road 
re­ 
pairing for many years. 
Whether it 
will be so used depends pretty large­ 
ly upon the legislatures this wiuter.

branch of the service. The shops have 
been increased until twenty machines 
and twenty motorcycles can be han­ 
dled at one time. 
In regard to the dispatch service, of 
which Sergt. Lybarger is in charge, 
the article has the following to say: 
“Whenever a truck or auto is need­ 
ed for hauling passengers or for the 
transportation of supplies, a call is put 
into Caph Zuendt’s office. 
It is from 
there that all cars are dispatched. 
The dispatch system is similar to that 
of a largo taxi cab service in the big 
cities. 
Sergeants Kenyon Lybarger 
and C. C. Little are in charge of this 
work. 
For each trip a card is made 
out with the driver’s name and the 
number of the machine, the destina­ 
tion and the time to make the trip. 
Immediately upon completion of the 
trip each car driver reports back to 
the dispatcher’s office and returns to 
his station in the line. 
“With tile system employed in the 
office, the cost within ten cents of op­ 
erating epcli car each month can be 
determined. 
“Not only are all the truck and tour­ 
ing cars and motorcycles under the 
control of the 
motor 
transportation 
corps, hut the entire fire apparatus of 
the camp is controlled by the corps."

Th© last car out of the Yosemite this 
year was forced 
to 
travel 
through 
snow. On the floor of the valley there 
was six inches of snow last week and 
in the mountains as much as four feet 
at the highest points. 
Foster Curry of Los Angeles drove 
to San Francisco in his Cadillac Eight 
last week, and says that snow was 
falling when he left the valley and 
there was every indication of the heav­ 
iest winter snows known in the Sier­ 
ras for many years. 
Curry made one of the last trips 
out of the valley. The week before he 
left he drove to Hazel Green, which is 
on the Coulterville 
road, 
and 
was 
forced to huck two feet of snow In 
many places. 
A few' days before Curry came out 
Harry W. Barnes drove his Cadillac 
out of the valley and bucked snow at 
the summit for two hours. It took him 
two hours to go ten miles. The snow' 
had drifted and a heavy wind which 
blew the snow from the trees made 
travelling hard and dangerous. Barnes 
undoubtedly was the last tourist to 
leave the Yosemite in a motor car. 
The roads are now closed for the 
winter, and it will be impossible for a 
car to get in by road until after the 
spring thaws. 
“It is impossible to predict at this 
time when the first car will be able to 
get into the valley.” said Curry. 
“I 
never saw so much snow so early in 
tho season, and if the storm contin­ 
ues during the winter we may have a 
late opening. Of course, the roads are 
in better shape than ever before, and 
even if the snows are late it may be 
possible to get the roads cleared for 
travel in tile early part of May. 
The 
slate* and government officials recog­ 
nise the need of opening 
the 
road 
early, and I think this will be done. 
With Ute hills already deep in snow 
there Is every 
Indication 
that 
tho 
waterfalls of Yosemite will have even 
more water next year than they did 
after the big snow of 1915 
“Now that the gevemment restric­ 
tion against road work has been re­ 
moved, the State Highway Commission

At a Cleveland tractor demonstra­ 
tion held last week near Whittler and

Hitched to three 24-inch disc plows, 
the Cleveland had been demonstrating 
on a field that was being turned over 
for barie.'. 
Although a furrow vary­ 
ing front three to four inches in depth 
is sufficient for barley, the Cleveland 
had turned several nice ones varying 
from seven to eight inches deep and 
at a rate of about three miles an hour, 
when rounding a hi4 in an adjacent 
field a fanner was observed pulling 
five eight-inch plows with six strap­ 
ping mules. 
The piete, which will be sowed in 
barley, laid partly on the summit of 
aa immense knoll with the remainder 
—approximately 
sixty 
per 
cent— 
along the sides and in a depression 
about sixty or seventy feet in depth. 
The greater part of the plowing was 
sidehill work and once every round 
there w'as a stiff grade of about seven 
per cent that called for slow and hard 
f u l l i n g .

nia Vehicle Act are threatening to ap­ 
ply for entrance to the bar. claiming 
that their continued investigation of 
the legal points regarding the operat­ 
ing of flivvers and 
other 
gasoline 
steeds has given them a liberal educa­ 
tion in the law. And even the “dyed 
at the bar” court experts admit that 
the Vehicle Act furnishes material for 
much cud chewing and deep cogita­ 
tion. 
David R. Fanes, counsel for the Au­ 
tomobile Club of Southern California, 
has delved deep into the innermost re­ 
cesses of the document 
and 
hauled 
forth a point that should be brought 
to the attention of all owners and 
drivers 
His finding is that Sec. 24. 
requiring all operators of vehicles to 
renew their operator’s license annual­ 
ly is now in full force. 
An operator’s license should not be 
confused with the license purchased 
for the car on its horsepower rating. 
The operator’s license 
is merely a 
slip of paper stating that one is privi­ 
leged to sit at the helm of a car. 
Heretofore such 
licenses have con­ 
tinued in force from year to year, re­ 
newals being unnecessary. 
According to Attorney Faries it is 
now necessary 
for everyone who 
wishes to drive during 1919 to renew 
his or her operator’s license with the 
State Motor Vehicle Department at 
Sacramento. The Department is send­ 
ing blanks for this purpose to all who 
registered vehicles 
in 
1918 but 
in 
many cases the blanks are furnished 
without any information as to their 
purpose, some drivers having return­ 
ed their license fee for next year 
without knowing what the operator’s 
blanks were for and failing to enclose 
them. 
All persons wishing information re­ 
garding the securing or renewal of li­ 
censes will be gladly accommodated 
at the headquarters of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California.
